Radioactive Injection 
Bares Heart Secrets, 
Swedish Doctor Says 


Bv T h . 
Pr.»*. 
CLEVELAND Oct. 31—Radioac­ 
tive 
sodium 
phosphate, 
injected 
into a heart patient'* blood, will 
tell some of the heart’* secrets, a 
Swedish psychologist maintain*. 
Dr. Gustav Nylin of Stockholm 
described the technique last night 
to medical *tudent* at Western Re­ 
serve University. Medical research 
ha* shown that several radioactive 
substance* may be used as "tracer” 
element* in studying human organ­ 
isms and Dr. Nylin Is a pioneer in 
their use in problems of blood cir­ 
culation. 
"The red corpuscles absorb the 
radioactive substance and can be 
counted on the Geiger Counter, 
just as a taxi meter clicks off the, 
miles," Dr. Nylin said. 
This technique permits a physic 
clan to measure the velocity ut the 
blood
